“THE COMMEROLAL TREATY. 


The Pines carrespandont. writes from Peking 
on Jang 28 2— : 

It is anuvonneed that tha ratifiention of tho 
Mackay Treaty is on its way to Peking, and 
Presumably ratificat ons will bo exchanged after 
js aerival, It is Well, however, to remeuber 
that China hos vonclsafed no reply to the querius 
of the British Government regarding her 
intentions as to carrying into effect some of 
the moro loosely-worded elauges of (he troaty. 
Article VILL. or the so-called lekia abolition 
clause, provides tht all dexin-barriers xre to be 
abolished, but that all Native Cuntoms-houver, 
wherever exinting ox orinmerated in the Govern. 
ment records, are to by retained, Since it 
is known that the functions uf the fedin 
barriers und of the Native Customs oro largely 
interchuugeable, itis provided by tha troaty 
that a list of Native Customs-housos, 
with their Iscution, shall be furnished to 
tho British Government. Such. m list has 
never been furvizhed; yot it is essential that 
it should be, because there is an immense diver- 
gence of opinion in regard te their number, 
‘The treaty commissioners estimated thon! pt 
between L8 and £5 only; bat a list has since 
boun cited which was published 5U years ago, and 
this gave Yo number then ax 300, while Mr, BE. 
H, Little, a British morchant, speaking with 
au oxpert knowledge of the inland {rado, has 
publicly stated hig belief that the Native Customs 
stulious ut the presont day numbor mory than 
1,000, According to snothar section of the same 
article tho native opium-offlovs on the provincial 
borders are to bo retained aud alist: of them is 


to bo. comanuicated to thy. British Govern-} 


ment. Such o bist has nover been communicated. 
Morvover, China igaores the request of the 
British Government fur definite information on 
varions points of the treaty—uamely, (1) what 
mothous and procudurs China proposes to adopt 
for levying the consumption ‘tax, (2) the 
incidoues of the Excise on machine-made goods 
muowlactared iu China and the conditions of 
its collection at trosty ports. and, in the 
interior; (3) what urrangements China pro- 
poses in order ty. secure efficient supervision 
over the Native Customs, (he: consump.

give such explanations at oll would soom to 
indieute ou ambiguity of phraseo ogy of whicli 
the Chinese, adupt, iu evasion, will take full 
advaniago. Lt Article VITI, over becomes 
operative Which, in view of the more silisfactory 
terms of tho’ corresponding article of the 
American trouity, is vory improbable, sinco wo 
oblain (be advantuges of the American treaty 
under the most-favonred-nation clauso—ell 
Bridish officiatsin China will require (o redouble 
their yigilauce in order to prevent evasion.

fully known. 

The following aro the facts of the case. It has 
generally been stated that the Spartiute usd boon 
reboilered before starting oa her momorable 
voyage. This is incorrect, Some retabing of 
condensers was done; hor boilers were un- 
touched. In a word, sho had old boilera, As 
everyone now knows, she only burned 2,690 tons 


-of - coal-goingont—(3,000, inoluditrg- “oxteaa)] 


Coming back, making the voyage under war 
conditions, termionting with a full-spedd rush, 
abe'burned only 3,600 tous. . The bost record for 
acylindrical-boilered ship ix 4,000 tons, In other 
words, tho Spartiate, undor unfavourable condi- 
tions, barnod far less coil than tho bost rival 
boilered ship undor the best possible conditions, 

Tho run of 1,200 miles odd from Gibraltar was 
dove in fifty-nine bours, the mern spoed being 
@ trifle over tweuty knots. This, it. must be 
remembered, was after a voyage of nearly 20,000 
miles, No cylindricat-boilered ship haa over 
done anything like it, nor for that matter have 
any ships fitted with the other types that the 
Boiler Committee endorsed. Tho lesson is 
pretty clear. The-hoiloring of the Navy has 
been left, in the bands of a. cimmittea of 
engineers, eminont for over: thing exctpt 
knowledge .of the sproial subject at issue, 

They. condumued the Belleville in the. teeth 
of the nayal engineers, who. have to work 
the bcilers, in (he teoth of efficient Admirals, 

like. Bir John fisher, in the teeth’ of the 
Enginevr-in-Chief. of the: Navy ;. in fine, 
in the tooth of ovorybody ’ exer pt’. po; 

and ‘very frequently interasted-~ogitators, ‘yho 
knew ‘nothing .of the‘ sabject.. As a remit, 

the boibor. that most of our ships are fitted 
with is discarded. in favour of “others that may 
or may not ba equal to tho Belleville, but which, 

whether equal or not.-are practica'ly unknown 
quantitics.to our engino-room efaffs. ‘We shall 
have some interesting -exporiments ‘perhaps, 
but tho cost will be the-efficioncy of tho Navy.
